"Tien Tsin, China, July 6.—Fifty 
thousand soldiers of the Republican 
forces .are -converging on Peking and 
the. attempt to restore the Manchu 
dynasty appears1 to bekat the point 
of failure. 
By midnight Tuan Clii 
Jot,. - who has Jieen appointed com- 
mander-in-chief of the punitive expe- 
dition, is expected to have 20,000 
troops between Tien Tsin and Pek- 
ing. Large forces are coming up from 
the south.. Along the Hankow Rail- 
way 1000 soldiers 
are advancing. 


Ge'neral Chang Hsun, the 
dictator 


who. attempted to restore the mon-- 
archy, has only some 3000 men. 


Tuan Chi-Jui today addressed an 


ultimatum to Chang Hsun's troops, 
promised them more favorable treat- 
meht if they would lay down their 
arms. The northern military leaders 
-dot-n'ot expect fighting.

lieve "Chaaft Hsun will be deserted by 
his.: troops when the strength of the 
Republican, forces is realized.

GERMANS SHIFT 


ATTACK ON FRENCH; 


EASILY REPULSED

New York, July 6.—Having failed 


disastrously in their recent effort to 
drive the French from their com- 
manding positons on the Chemin- 
des-Dames, on the Aisne front, the 
Germans are now turning their at- 
tention to the. Champagne, appar- 
ently with a similar purpose. 


Attacks were made by the Crown

drives evidently were not of such

In the 
Verdun region also the French guns 
are active. With the evident effort 
of making the German trenches west

SERBIA'S FATE IS TRAGEDY OF THE 
: 
GREAT WORLD CONFLICT NOW RAGING 


Washington, D. C., July 6.—The 


condition of the Serbian army, after 
nearly three years of the bitterest 
experience undergone by any of the 
entente allied forces, is described by 
Herbert Corey, the war correspond^ 
ent, in a graphic communication to 
the National Geographic Society, a 
part of which is issued as the follow- 
ing war geography bulletin from the 
society's Washington headquarters- 


"The Serbs are the pdor relations 


of the allies. They are armed with 
the old St. Etienne rifle which the 
French discarded. " The artillery in 
support has been cast from other 
fronts. 
Their surgeons are borrow- 


ed surgeons, for the most part. They 
are uniformed and fed by the French, 
and Great Britain loans them money. 
They never have enough.cars, even 
for staff use. Sometimes they have 
not enough food. 
But they always 


have enough ammunition and they 
find enough fighting for themselves. 


"The Serbian army began the great 


retreat of 1915, 230,000 strong. Not 
more than 150,000 reached asylum 
on the island of Corfu after the win- 
ter's fight through the snow-filled 
passes of Albania and Montenegro 
In the confusion of those days some- 
one had forgotten. 
There was not 


sufficient food or clothing or medi- 
cines *or nursing waiting them. Men 
who had struggled through the win- 
ter died on the open beaches of the 
island of Viclo. 
"Dying men dug their own graves 


and then dug the graves of the men 
already dead- 
Not more than half 


were fit to serve again when the fall 
campaign of 1916 began. 


The Serb Army Today. 


"It was a sad army—bitter army—- 


but not a despairing army that I ac- 
companied 
last winter. 
Many of 


these men were 'cheechas,' in 
the 


Serb phrase. When a man reaches 
the age of forty he becomes 'uncle' 
to his neighbors- Some of these men 
were in the fourth line before the 
war."Serbia to the Serb peasant means 
the little white cottage, the plum 
orchard, the ten acres 
of ground. 


Few of them had been 50 miles away 
from home when war 
began five 


years, ago in the Balkans. 
Fewer 


have seen their homes since. 
They 


have received no news from their 
wives and families, for the Austro- 
Bulgarian censorship had been ex- 
tremely severe. They have seen their 
comrades die. Most of them—three 
men out of five in some units—have 
been wounded at some time during 
the war. 


"There were no songs upon the 


march except during those vivid days 
when the Bulgarians 
were 
being 


forced out of Monastir. There was 
no light-hearted talk about the camp 
fires. 
There was no music except 


that now and then one heard the 
veird and complaining tones of a 
one-stringed fiddle which some pa- 
tient soldier had made out of the 
material 
at hand. 
They kept 
to 


themselves or in little groups of twos 
and threes. At night scores of tiny 
fires vould sparkle in the open land 
on either side ofirthe Monstir road 
where the paired ^ comrades 
were 


cooking their evening meal. 
They 


marched badly, 
stowly, slouching, 


their old shoulders" bowed 
under 


their packs their grizzled faces deep- 
ly lined. 
Yet these men were the 


cutting edge of the weanou that bent 
back the Bulgarian lines. 


"One 
division—tthe Morava—re- 


mained in the aggressive for 95 days 
without rest. During that 
period 


they had but one trench—the front 
trench. They had no second line, no 
reserve, no rest camp. 
"One regiment of the Choumadia 


division'lost 1000 out of 1400 men 
in taking Vetternik Mountain, and 
then held that mountain under fire 
from the Rock of Blood, which dom- 
inated the summit, for 20 dajs until 
relief came. Even then the men of 
the regiment which had been so near- 
ly wiped out did not go to rest. Thej 
stayed on Vetternik. 


"In the taking of Kaymakchalan 


half of sonic of the organizations 
were Killed outright. 


"The Serbs wore enabled to do 


these things partly because of the 
experience gained in five years of 
almost continuous fighting. Another 
factor was the spirit of 
the 
men. 


They no longer hoped for anything 
for themselves. 
They 
cxpr-Mcd to 


die. 
Those who still remain expect 


to be killed in a-lion. But they in- 
tend that the bill of Serbia shall be 
paid.'"

SAXON DIET BREAKS 


WITH GOVERNMENT; 


REFORMS REFUSED 


(ASSOCIATED PRESS TELEGRAM! 


Copenhagen, July 6 —A dispatch 


from Dresden says the Saxon diet 
which Tuesday warned the govern- 
ment of a disappearance of the sen- 
timent of loyalty toward the king 
and also of a coming upheaval unless 
the government mend its ways, has 
now broken openly with the govern- 
ment. 
This action is a conseiuence 


of the refusal of Count von Vitzchum 
D'Eckstadt, premier, of Saxony, to 
authorize the diet committee on con- 
stitutional reform to 
continue its 


labors. 
The diet refused to give the 


necessary authorization to settle fuel 
problems and it must therefore be 
reconvoked not later than August. 
This will enable the constitutipnal 
committee to resume work, - 


Man and Civilization. 


The marvelous progress of the last 


fifty years has lulled us iuto a sense 
of self confidence and security as re- 
gards ouic racial progress, says Dr. Eu- 
gene Lymau Fisk in the Scientific 
Monthly. Dr. Fisk believes that "civ- 
ilization" has not improved mankind. 
He writes: 


"I do not think v>e have any evi- 


dence that man as an organism, -wheth- 
er ia regard to his physical or mental 
capacities, now presents a higher aver- 
age type than characterized the na- 
tions of antiquity. Indeed, solar as his 
physical structure is concerned, there 
is much evidence to the contrary, and 
I think we may be assured that the 
great minds of antiquity would have 
made equally good use of present day 
kuowledge.if they were with us today 
and in a position to utilize it."

Some people in England 
under- 


stand Lloyd George's speech in Glas- 
cow last week to have been a new 
announcement of the peace terms of 
the allies, but if the speech was 
made with any such purpose there 
was certainly no effort to conciliate 
German opinion, or 
facilitate 
the 


German government's opening of ne- 
gotiations. 
There is not a word to 


indicate that the allies are disposed 
to make better terms 
than 
those 


broadly intimated last winter. 
There 


is little suffering from war in Eng- 
land and France compared with that 
in Germany. 
The internal politics 


of both countries are tranquil. 
No 


clamor for peace comes from the 
people of either nation. 
Neither of- 


ficially nor unofficially is there the 
slightest "indication of a desire to 
make the road to peace easier for 
the central powers. 


Mr. George leaves no doubt that 


Belgium has got to be evacuated, 
and compensation has got to be ren- 
dered, and he is perfectly explicit 
that Mesopotamia and Armenia will 
never be subjected again to Turkish 
tyranny. 
Unequivocally he declares 


that Prussian militarism will have to 
be broken down before it will be 
safe for the allies to make peace. 


Of course, an absolutely essential 


step to this end Is the conversion of 
the government from an autocracy 
to a 
popular 
government, one in 


which the executive is under the con- 
trol -of the representatives of the 
people. 
Mr. George does not pre- 


scribe this .or any other medicine for 
the serious ailment from which the 
German people are suffering. 
The 


sort of government they are to live 
under is for the Germans themselves 
to determine. 
But he does suggest 


that in negotiating for peace the 
allies would, of course, feel much 
more confidence in the party they 
were dealing with if it were a gov 
ernment selected by the people. 


Here is a delicate and a very ; 


portant suggestion 
to the German 


people, that if they will take thei 
government into their own hands 
so that its acts can be regarded as 
those of the nation, the allies would 
not need the same measure of guar 
antees that they would need if they 
were dealing with a chancellor re 
sponsible to the kaiser and not to the 
people, and a kaiser who disclaim 
any responsibility except to "our gooc 
old German God." 
The allies must 


assuredly have the most unimpeach- 
able guarantees, or they must deal 
with the nation itself. An autocratic 
government, which declares that gov- 
ernments are not subject 
to 
any 


moral law, and which tears up treat- 
ies • as "scraps of paper'' 24 hours 
after giving oral assurances that they 
will be respected, is not a govern- 
ment that the allies can trust further 
than the range of their big gtins.

But the navy has met every test put 
upon it by the present war, and met 
it with the highest credit. The navy 
was the one department of the na-

A large anipunt of good, food, in potatoes, including most of the valu- 


able mineral ensments, is wasted "by ordinary methods, of "peeling. 'Baking, 
'in the jackets7''also means a loss (if the jacket is not eaten), since much 
of the meat of the potatoes sticks to the stiffened skin and is discarded. 
Here is a suggestion made by the United States Department of Agricul- 
ture for reduMng the discarded portion of the potato to a 'minimum:

The black 
Hag was formerly the symbol of piracy, 
and now in some countries it Is llown 
after an execution is performed to in- 
dicate that the requirements of the law 
have been carried out. Oilier features 
of flag language are that a (lag Hying 
at half mast is a universal sign of 
mourning, and when a ship has to 
make u sign of distress she does it by 
raising the national ensign reversed 
or upside down. Even this can be em- 
phasised by knotting the Hag in the 
middle to' indicate great distress and 
imminent danger.

Our Old Paper Currency. 


Fractional currerier was the name 


given to government Issues of paper 
money of small denominations during 
the war between the states. Owing to 
the suspension of specie payments in 
1SG1 
silv-er coins of small denomina- 


tions "disappeared from circulation, 
causing great Inconvenience to retail 
trade and people generally. In March. 
1S03, congress authorized the Issue of 
paper notes of small denominations, 
5, 10, 25 and 50 cents, and they afford- 
ed great relief. The total volume of 
It was limited to £.30.000.000, and much 
of it became so worn out by circula- 
tion that It was never redeemed. 


Valua of Cinders. 


Not so many years ago great heaps 


of cinders were piled 'tip, often dump- 
ed Into low places where new earth 
was needed. Manufacturing concerns 
were glad to get rid of the accumula- 
tions. 
But now the cinders are In 


great demand for use in. the foundation 
for cement and concrete work. They 
form a perfect drainage material, and 
"it has been found that frost acts very 
lightly on them. 
Furthermore, con- 


crete work in which cinders are used 
is said to be of extreme durability. 
When cinders are ground and mixed 
with cement the mass becomes very 
hard. 


Cracked Eggs. 


When an eggshell is cracked, even ao 


slightly that the eye cannot see it, 
germs and molds find ready entrance 
into the egg and spoil its contents. 


Nature has provided the egg with a 


delicate protective, gelatinous coating, 
which, as long as it is intact, tends to 
keep but air and germs. 
Once this 


coating is pierced the keeping quality 
of the egg is lessened immediately. 


Old Age on Saturn.

And children of her enlisted men is de- 
scribed in H report by S. Herbert Wolfe 
of New ."York, prepared at the request 
of the secretary of labor and just pub- 
lished/by the children's bureau of the 
United States department of labor,

throp, chief, of the children's bureau,

•In the fifty years since the civil 


war legislation affecting the family 
mild itjs economic status has shown 
marked 
growth.. Mothers' pension 


laws and minimum wage laws are rec- 
ognized examples, and it is acknowl- 
edged that their result has not been to 
pauperize, but distinctly to improve 
the power of the family to protect it- 
self. In view of this tendency it is 
to be expected that a system of com- 
pensation for soldiers and sailors can 
be developed'whereby the government 
Will make possible for their children 
the home life and parental care whicli 
are the common need of every child.".. 
'The report points out that in Canada 


.two notable elements have,been added 
to the government provision for sol- 
diers and, their families. First, insur- 
ance on the lives of soldiers is carried 
by various municipalities, and, second, 
the Dominion has undertaken as a part 
of its military system the re-education, 
In a suitable occupation, of the dis- 
abled soldier, so that he can assume 
again, In whole or in part, the cure of 
Ills family. 


AMirtanco to All Dependants. 


;The 'Canadian compensation for the 
soldier and his family includes not 
only $33 of. monthly pay for the private 
In active service, but a separation al- 
lowance, to his dependents of $20 » 
month from the Dominion government 
and further assistance in special cases! 
'from the Canadian patriotic fund. 
! 


For example, the wife of "a private, 


soldier with three children between the 
ages of ten'and fifteen may receive ei- 
ther f15.or.$20 from the assigned pay 
of her husband, $20 separation allow- 
ance and ..$25 from the Canadian pa- 
triotic fund, or in all $00 or $65 a 
month. 


If her husband is killed she will re- 


ceive $40 a month for herself and an 
additional $C a month for each of her 
children until , her boys are sixteen 
years of age and her girls are seven- 
teen years of age. In addition, if she 
lives in Toronto or one of a number 
offother cities she will receive life in- 
surance. This will be paid to her in 
.monthly Installments unless she shows 
that she needs the entire amount at 
once to pay off a mortgage or to make 
a start in business, 
'. If .her husband is disabled she will 
receive a special maintenance, allow- 
ance while he is having medical treat- 
ment and learning a new occupation, 
and when he is finally discharged, if 
his physical disability continues, a pen- 
sion will be paid according 'to the ex- 
tent of his disability and the number 
of his children under sixteen or seven- 
teen years of age. 


- 
Protected by Inturanc*. 


Mr. Wolfe is an actuary of recognized 


'authority, and he has analysed espe- 
cially the municipal provision for life 
.insurance by which certain Canadian, 
cities have supplemented the pensions 
'provided by the Dominion for depend- 
ents of deceased soldiers. In Toronto 
the municipality has not only purchas- 


• ied-f 10,000,000 worth of insurance from 
private companies, but it is itself car- 
rying more than $32.000,000 worth of 
Insurance. A municipal insurance bu- 
reau has been organized, and f 2.000.000 
worth of .'bonds have been issued, of 
which the principal and Interest are a 
charge upon the general taxpayers,of 
the city. Every officer and enlisted 
man residing within the city limits of 
Toronto who volunteers for oversea 
service has from the date of his en- 
listment been protected by a life Insur- 
ance policy of $1,000, the protection 
running from the time of his enlistment 
to'bis death or six months after bis 
discharge or resignation. 


The report refers also to the fact that 


each of the European countries makes 
government provision for the families 


• of .private soldiers and sailors. 
In 


Great Britain. France and Germany 
the amount of the governmental sep- 
aration allowance depends upon the 
slM of tue family whicli must be sup- 
ported.

On April 25th of this year, Mr. 


lull accompanied by his attorney, 
Edward Kibler Sr., appeared before 
he board of commissioners, Messrs. 
r. H. Orr, Orville Kiger and Frank 
>umm, and in writing offered 
to 


convey to Licking county his 
resi- 


dence property-in West -Newark for 
.he consideration of one dollar upon 
be following conditions: 


1.—That the County provide and 


maintain therein 
forever, 
a 
well 


quipped public library for the use 
of the people of said County per- 
petually, and for no other purpose, 
said library to be. established, equip- 
ped and maintained under and by 
virtue of the provisions of an Act of 
he Legislature of Ohio,.passed May 
37th, 1915, entitled :"An Act to pro- 
vide for the establishment, mainten- 
ance, care, management and control 
of a county library in counties where 
a library has been bestowed upon 
;he county by either gift or bequest." 
Volume 105-6 O. L. 485, or under 
any subsequent legislation 
having 


for its object the general purposes 
provided in sai'd Act: 


2—That .the said County shall keep 


the buildings on said real estate in- 
sured in an-amount sufficient to re- 
store or repljlce -them in case the 
same shall be injured or destroyed 
by fire: 


3-—That the said 
County shall 


keep the grounds in good condi'tioii 
and pay all legal public levies made 
against said property: ...

fail within two years after the said 
deed.is delivered to establish, said

•an end, and the title of said County:

to said real estate shall thereby re- 
vert to and vest in fee simple in the 
undersigned, if he. be living, and if 
dead, then in the City of Newark, 
Ohio,- to be .used for any public pur-; 
pose but'not to be sold or disposed 
of by said City and said Hull, if liv- 
ing; and if not, the said City, shall 
'have the right to enforce said for- 
'feitu're at any time after the death, 
of the undersigned:

In as much as he was not trying to 
sell the property, but was offering

The fact that Uee's mrmies lived on 


parched cornf.yirtttally for weeks be- 
fore Appomattdi shows how nutri- 
tions that cereal really is. The red 
Indians subsisted through the long 
winters largely upon coarse cornmeal, 
ground in rude mortars with ruder 
pestles. They boiled it and baked it 
and sometimes made cakes of it 
They 


never knew the meaning of autointox- 
ication because their digestive appara- 
tus functioned""properly through the 
assistance given by this foodstuff.

store of tbis foodstuff, the'cheapest in 
the world, too, at tbeir very doors, per- 
mit themselves actually to suffer..

They have a hundred ways 
of utilizing it and have devised end- 
less combinations with other food ma- 
terial. Hog and hominy sustained the 
pioneers in this country who won the 
west from the wilderness. Physicians 
say tb«t when the American people re- 
turn to making it a part of their daily 
ration a large percentage of stomach 
trouble will disappear.

Jones, contractor, died at his home. 
No. Ill West Church street, at 11 
o'clock last night, 
the 
immediate 


cause of nis death being gallstones, 
although for the past several years 
Mr. Jones has been unable to en- 
gage in active business on account 
of nearly total blindness. 


Daniel E. Jones 
was 
born 
in 


Cardingshiro, Wales. September 2, 
IS39, and removed with his parents 
to Newark in April. 1842, the father 
being engaged in the tailoring busi- 
| ness until his death in 1SS1. 


At the age of 16 years Daniel be- 


gun to learn the trade of a carpen- 
ter with the late John Legge, who 


! had a shop at that time on Church 
street, and finished his apprentice- 
ship with the late John Braddock, 
whose shop was located on the west 
side of Fifth street, just south of 
Church street. 
After working for 


some time as a journeyman for Mr. 
Braddock young Jones went to work 
for the late Levi 
Ferguson 
with 


whom ho continued until he went 
into business for himself. 


For a period of about 35 years 


Mr. Jones was actively engaged in 
the contracting 
business, his first 


job being the construction of a resi- 
dence for James F. Lingafelter on 
the sout'i side of East Main street, 
just east of the 
bridge over 
the 


North Fork. 


Among the structures built under 
his 
supervision were 
the 
-court 


house in 
1874, 
the 
old 
market 


house, where the city building now 
stands, besides scores of substantial 
dwellings, among the best in New- 
ark. 


Mr. Jcnes was a member of the 


old volunteer firo department, fore- 
man of Hope Hose company No. 2, 
and assistant fire chief under the 
late Dan L. Jones, for 25 years. 


The deceased was a member of 


Lemert 
Post, 
G. A. R., 
having 


served in the Civil War in a com- 
pany of 100 day men, commanded 
by the late Captain Luther Johnson. 
He also had been a member of Olive 
Branch Lodge of Odd Fellows, No. 
34, for 50 years, but was not at 
the time ot his death, 


Mr. Jones was from his youth a 


member of the 
Welsh 
Calvinistic 


church, until the time of its dissolu- 
tion, after which he deposited his 
letter in the Plymouth Congregation- 
al church. 


Mr. Jones was married April 26, 


1868, to Martha Hughes, who died 
June 2, 1891. To this union 
were 


born three 
children, 
only one of 


whom survive, 
Charles R". Jones.
